1, Thoso discussions were hold in the light 

of the minutes of tho recent Romo mooting on 
Flond/Valuohlo, with which both sides woro 
f ami liar . 


2, S.I.S, indicated tho gonoral lino tho 

poroign Office •woro likoly to tako ovor the future 

of Piend/Valuahlo . C.I.A. said that the statoraont 

of tho Foreign Offioo position did not appear to 

deal at all with the question - formally regarded 

as important by both the Foreign Office and tho 

State Department - of discussions of a strategic 

character between Grcoco'and Yugoslavia with a 

view to averting tho possibilities of a clash 

botwocn them in the event of a collapse of tho v 

Albanian regime for whatever reasons. It was i ■ J 

noted that the State Department had not yet I 

commented on tho Foreign Office paper which \ 

included a statement that their policy towards 

Albania was that its indopondonco should be 

maintained, Phture joint operations in this area 

depend in largo degree on policy agreement between 

the State Department and tho Foreign Office, 

S.I,S, will bring this point to the attention of 
the Foreign Office . 


3, It v;aa agi’oed that a small working party 

should consider and report to the full conforonco 
on tho question of defining the degree of colla- 
boration between 0,1, A, and S.I.S, in next 
season's work into Albania, both on intolligonco 
getting and S.O, (Report attached as Appendix B)

1, C.I.A. stated its bcliof that .thoro 

should bo in readiness a mission to go into 
Yugoslavia should hostllltlos break out there. 
This should, if possible, be a joint U.S. - 
British mission with personnel provlously 
scloctcd and a ninlraum quantity of supplies 
immediately available. 


2, S.I.S, stated that they, in connection 

with the JSi’itish military, already had a small 
mission in readiness. 


b, Mr, Ylsnor emphasized that C.I.A, had 

no intention whatsoever of dealing Indopondontly 
of Marshall Tito so long as he remained in power. 


4. C.I.A' 3 opinion v/as that before under- 

taking any detailed discussions on tho military 
level a contact should be established with 
Marshall Tito, S.I.S. explained that tho proposed 
head of the mission vifas willing to contact Tito 
provided ho was so authorised by the British and 
U.S, authorities responsible. 


Further discussion was deferred to a 
mooting with tho proposed head of tho mission 
tho following day, A report on this meeting will 
bo circu].ated separately.

1, Talcing Bulgaria as an cxamplo S.I.S. 

auggostod that gx’cator collaboration on vjorld- 
wido activities affecting a pai'tlculnr target 
area was ossontinl if anything bettor than the 
present low lovol of agents was to bo rocruitod 
\7 i til out clashing. 


2, C.I.A, and S.I.S. have both made 

approaches to King Michael of Rumania, C.I.A. 
foit there would bo benefit in ensuring approaches 
of this kind wore not divergent. 


3. A v/orklng party was designated to consider 

and report to the full confer one o on the position 
in certain satellite countries and the degree of 
collaboration In v/hat might bo done there and in 
the recruiting of agents (report attached as 
Appendix C). They should draw up a list of items 
which collaboration in any area might cinbraco to 
a varying extent, a draft list to bo prosentod 
by vS.I.S. (report attached as Appendix D).

1, At the Rome oonference It was mutually agreed 

that om’ operations into Albania during 1952 should take 
a different form than in the past. Under the now con- 
oeption higher grades agents v/ould be used for the 
penetration of the Siguriml and the Albanian armed 
forces, such agents operating on a more clandestine 
basis than heretofore , 


2. To put this policy into effect tho following 

vital factors have to bo taken into consider ation;- 


(a) Eictremely limited recruiting field, possibly 
12/15 suitable men# 

(b) The size of tho country, namely not much larger 
than Wales or Now Hampshire, 


(c) Tho very few secure contacts within tho country 
at our disposal, 

3, In viovtf of those factors S,I,S, consider that 

a far greater dogroo of operational ongagomont will bo 
required in 1952 than has boon tho case in tho past. If 
this is not achieved thoy foresco not only the possibility 
of considerable friction in tho field of recruitment but 
vdiat is more impoi’tant the high probability of effect ivo 
action v/ithin tho country being unwittingly Jeopardised 
owing to tho activities of the other partner. They 
therefore propose that v/lth Albania as a target a degree 
of oporatlonai engagomont as outlined in the attached 
].ist should apply. 


4, It is understood that operational responsibility 

will in each case remain disengaged. Should it appear 
obvious that either in tho planning, briefing or progress 
of an operation by one partner, tho activities of the 
other partner arc Jeopardisod, then this fact should be 
brought to the notice of the partner concerned. Should 
no agreement be reached on an operational level then tho 
question should bo referred for decision between tho two 
hoadquart ors ,

I, Operatio n al Planning . 

That there should be a full and free exchange of • ''"rt- 

/ operational plans which may' be formed by C.I.A. or 1 

/ 3,1,3. in order to take action in support of an t*— A 

agreed Policy Directive. This exchange to bo of a 
goneral as opposed to a specific natin?e. 


II. Recruitment . 


That both S.I.S, and C.I.A. should disclose to each 
other the names and localities of their potential 
recruits and that each side shall benefit from the 
information held on the personal cards of such persons. 
Recruitment would bo independent but with the loiowlodge 
of the other partner. 


III, Training , 

That the training of recruits shall bo carried out by 
each partner indepondontly , 


IV . Operational Intclligonco . 

That each side shall put at the disposal of the other 
such local intolllgonce they may havo which may be of 
assistance in the satisfactory launching of the operation. 


V . Operational Briefing . 

To be conducted indopondontly but with the knowledge of 
the other partner, in particular with regards to timing, 
localities to bo visited and personnel to be contactod 
within the target area. 


VI . Documentation . 

That such documents as may be at the disposal of 
either C.I.A. or S.I.S, shall be made available to 
each other for operational ptirposes. 


VII. Air, Sea and Land Infiltration . 

That full information regarding the facilities available 
to either side shall, bo exchanged and in conformity with 
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paragraph I placed at the disposal of the other partner 
Operation responsibility remaining howeyor; indepfjndent , 


VIII. Op or a 1 1 ona 1 Fr ogr e a s H op or t s , 

Frequent exchange of repor|:s, reporting the progress of 
parties in the field, their present position and future 
Int oiitions . Such reports to include details of timing, 
localities and contacts. 


IX. Sea and Land Exfiltration . 
See paragraph VII. 


\^/X. Do-Briefing . 

To be carried out independently but tho verbatim de- 
briefing reports to bo mado available to either side. 


XI . Intclligenco . 

The pooling of all intolligonco regarding tho target area 
from whatever sourco.
